In intestinal disturbances the 
tone"* appears swollen and has a 
grayish coating, with irregular red 


This appearance is often seen 
ir caves of appendicitis and other in- 
diseases of the intes- 


tines. 
When there is fever the 


tongue a^peiirs dry, having loit its 
normal, healthy, glistening appear* 
ante. 


In certtiii diseases the tongue as- 


sumes a characteristic appearance. 
For examp^ the so-called "straw- 
hetrylongUeH'is seen only in scarlet 
fever. In this condition the tongue 
is first coiled and grayish in color, 
but the tip soon becomes red, the 
grayish color disappears and the 
tongue assumes a bright red color 
with small, knob-like swellings, 
closely resembling a strawberry. 
When scarlet fever rash disappears 
the tongue loses its strawberry-lik* 
appearance. 


In typhoid fever the tongue has a 


reddish color, only in the early 
stages. Later in this disease a high 
fever causes the tongue to become 
dry and brownish in color. la t> 
phoid fever, as in many other dis- 
eases, it is often possible to detei- 
mine the progress of the patient by 
the appearance of the tongue. 


In kidney diseases, the moisture 


of the tongue is important. A moist, 
clean, healthy-looking tongne need 
never cause alarm, but a tongtM that 
is dry, hard, cracked and coated 
means that there is some disturb- 
ance in the body. It may be due to 
an infectious disease, to an intes- 
tinal disturbance, or to faulty kid- 
ney action. 


When yon feel below par, examine 
year tongue. Compare it with the 
appearance of a healthy tongue. A 
great deal of information can be 
gained in this manner. Knowledge 
of the actions of the body in health 
and disease is a valuable asset.
